THREE BUILDINGS JOINED. 
The architect of the buildings for 
this Masonic Homo is John F. Blee of 
Los Angeles, and the contractor, G. II. 
Whyte of Pasadena. 
They are to be 
erected as a group of throe, sot in the 
middle of 55 acres of rolling hill land, 
commanding a tungniflcout view of the 


hills on the south. About twelve acres 
will bo devoted to a landscape garden 
scheme, and 
the

to citrus groves, other 
fruit 
orchards, and some devoted to general 
agriculture, the idea being to give the 
boys and girls a practical education in 
farming and fruit raising.

mony of dedication will be held. In the

The coming Memorial Sunday, May 28, is dedicated by the 
Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America to a special 
purpose—the relief of the world's Buffering through war. 
An appeal 
sent out by their press service recites that the appalling conditions of 
suffering and need in the nations directly affected by the war are not 
known to the masses of our people. 
We have not been sufficiently 
informed to inspire our interest and action. 
A bulletin lately issued 
by the American Red Cross confirms this statement: 


"The imagination of thoee at home has not been able to grasp 
the stupendous quantities of everything demanded in this war. En­ 
gagements take place of which but little mention is made, each more 
deadly and bloody than any battle of our Civil war." 


The inability of the nations at war, strained a« they a^e, to 
meet these needs, says the bulletin of the Federal Council,,"consti­ 
tutes an urgent appeal to the neutral nations, and especially to the 
people of the United States, to use their utmost endeavors to bring 
relief whenever possible to all who suffer." 
The Federal Council 
further states that "the time has come for a relief movement of such 
magnitude as shall fittingly recognize the obligation of Christianity 
to respond to all human needs and emphasize to all the world the 
moral and spiritual consciousness and the Christian and philanthropic 
spirit of the American people."

That* lew Born Streams Gush Forth 
Milky Whit* In Color. 


Some rivers are formed by a rather 
•low process. Fed by springs or small 
ponds,, they issue • forth as mere rivu­ 
lets to be re-enforecd by other streams 
until they have reached a size that en­ 
titles them to be termed rivers. Some, 
like the St Lawrence, having their 
source In some. extensive lake, pass 
through no intermediate state, but pro­ 
ceed as fall fledged rivers directly upon, 
their course to the sea.

Others emerge with a rush'and roar 
from the heart of glaciers located'far 
op on the sides of lofty mountains.

From the rugged • sides of Mount 
Rainier, which rises to a 'height of 
over 14,000 feet.and which John Mnlr 
declares America's noblest mountain, 
twenty glaciers radiate like the arms 
of a gigantic starfish. From each of 
these springs a river. .

The great NIsqually glacier, one of 
the largest on the mountain, is 400 feet 
in height 
From a cavern in the ice 
mass a large stream, called'the Nls­ 
qually, bursts forth with a boom and 
goes rushing down the valley and final­ 
ly empties into the waters of Puget 
sound. It Is seldom indeed that one 
witnesses'the formation of a river un­ 
der 
such 
favorable 
surroundings.—

The world has, in a measure, lost sight of Belgium during the 
last six or eight months. 
The flames of war have swept elsewhere

instant and wo catch glimpses of patient endurance, poignant distress, 
and heroic fortitude.

rain, 'soaked and chilled, waiting for bread and soup. I have returned 
to ttye distributing-stations at the end of the day and have found 
men,' women, and sometimes children, still standing in line, but later 
compelled to go back to their pitiful homes, cold, weak, and miserable. 
•It was not until eighteen weary hours afterward that they got the 
meal they had missed. 
The 'meal' is three thick slices of bread and a 
pint of soup. 
. '•. . 
Picture the mental condition of people without 
work for more than a year arid a half, daily face to face with the 
possibility of starvation, cut off from communication with the outside 
world by barbed wire and armed cordons. There are 3,000,000 thus 
suffering and destitute." , 


HERO NO. 1124. 


Roy, Allen, brakeman of a freight train running through Tampa 
Florida, looked from the loqomotive cab and saw Alice Hall, a one 
year-old baby, crawling across the track. 
The train was running fif­ 
teen miles an hour; the child was a hundred and twenty-five feet from 
the engine when Allen saw her first. 
Unconscious of her danger 
she had stopped halfway across the rail. 
With a shout to the en­ 
gineer, Allen crawled through tho fireman's window, hurried along 
the running board, nnd jumped clown onto tho cowcatcher. Tin: 
locomotive was six feet from the child when ho jumped. 
One of his 
feet touched the roadbed between the rails as he grabbed the girl 
The front of the train stopped thirty feet beyond the point of rescue 
This is what tho Carnegie Hero Fund Commission calls Heroic Act 
No. 3124 in its latest annual report in awarding Roy Allen $1000 
and a silver medal. 
The commission catalogues 128 deeds of heroism 
rewarded during a year's time. 
It is an inspiring document, a golden 
source book for short-story writers and convincing testimony that 
unselfish bravery is not confined to one race or sex or class or age

What David Burns Had to 8ay to 
George Washington About It.

"But for this opportunity, Mr.'. Burns, 
you might have died a poor tobacco 
planter."

GENERAL FARM SUBJECTS 


AT RIVERSIDE STATION*. 


Biversfde Press: The Davis farm is 
too far away to serve the needs of 
Southern California, except in a very 
lmited way. .It is, moreover, true that 
there are problems peculiar, to the two 
sections of the state. In the north, for 
instance, a great rice industry is being 
developed; and in the counties of River­ 
side and Imperial,, cotton growing and 
the production of dates are coming to 
the front as leading industries. River­ 
side is about to launch an experiment 
in the production of asparagus on a 
large scale; the best crops for the "dry 
faTm" sections have not yet'been given 
scientific study; and there are other 
problems in the-solution of which a 
trained corps of men and large experi­ 
ment plots would be of the highest im­ 
portance. 


The citrus station starts off with land 
enough so that a wide line of experi­ 
mental work could be undertaken; nnd 
there is plenty of vacant land in the 
vicinity that could be added if neces­ 
sary. If once a broad work of study 
and experimentation were undertaken, 
students would come here from all over 
Southern California just as they now go 
to Davis for more proficient training 
in the farm methods that apply to that 
part of the state. 


The special emphasis of the Riverside 
institution should always be on the cit­ 
rus industry, and in this'respect the sta­ 
tion will have a unique position in all 
the world.. There is no valid reasbn, 
ho'v^everj wh^ its plant, equipment, 
faculty -should not 'be made "available 
for -any; line of investigation and exper­ 
iment that will benefit the farmers and 
fruit growers of this part of the state.

ADULTERATED FOODS. 


Simple Testa by Which Impurities May 
Be Detected. 


Some simple tests for adulterant* In 
food arc given by S. Leonard B&atln 
in the Scientific American. 
Here a m 
a few of them; 


Put a small bit of butter In a tea* 
spoon and boll It over a gas 
flame. 
Real butter bolls quietly, producing a 
quantity of small bubbles; margarine 
crackles and sputters. 


Rub dry tea leaves In a clean whlto 
cloth. 
Pure tea will leave no mark; 
dyed tea will lenve.a stain. 


Make an almost saturated solution of 
sugar in water; place this In a clear 
glass tube and stand It In front of 
some print. 
If the sugar la pure it 
should 
be 
possible 
to 
rend 
easily 
through the solution. 


Put a piece of bread In n saucer and 
pour n solution of carbonute of am­ 
monia over It. If nlmn be present the 
bread will turn black. 
If the bread 
be pure no change will take place. 


Dilute n sample of Jam or jelly with 
an equal quantity of water. 
Put a bit 
of cotton, batting Into It and boll for 
half an hour. 
Now try to wash out 
the stnlii. This will be easy if the Jam 
be pure. Impossible If It has been dyed. 


Add a few drops of methyl aniline 
violet to some vinegar. 
If this be pure 
It will not chnngo color; If adulterated. 
It will turn blue or green. 


OUR 
AIR WILL NOT FAIL US. 


No Need to Fear That the Nitrogen 
Will Ever Be Exhausted. 


A student at tho University of Wash­ 
ington, having read about mnklng ni­ 
trogen from the air, entered the chem­ 
istry department and asked the pro­ 
fessors there what wotild happen when 
nil the nitrogen had been tuken out of 
the nlr. The University of Washing­ 
ton News-Letter sqys that this Is what 
they told him: 


"The atmosphere over a square mllo 
of land Is estimated to contain 20,000,. 
000 tons of nitrogen, which Is enough 
to furnish nil the world would require 
for fifty years at the present rate of 
consumption. 
Even if that wero not 


so, 
there would be no danger, for 
there's a sort of 'dust to dust' process 
Involved that Is a safeguard In Itself. 


"Nitrates when they go Into the soil 
aro taken up by tho roots of plants and 
utilized. 
After the plant decays the 
nitrogen is given off, and It returns 
again to the atmosphere. 


"If employed In the manufacture of 
exploslres, when the charge Is exploded 
part of the nitrate returns to the nlr as 


gas, 
while some goes Into solution, 
falls to the earth and Is taken up by 
the plants, returning later to the air."

"Economic Preparedness," published in 
the Scientific American.

present rate of consumption—205,000,- 
000 barrels a year—it will soon be ex­ 
hausted, for the" geological 
survey's 
maximum 
estimate is 23,000,000,000 
barrels. 


"Whatever 
the supply," says 
Mr. 
Lane, "it should not be allowed in its 
crude state to compete with coal as 
fuel. Petroleum Is n priceless resource, 
for It can never be replaced. Trees can 
be grown agoin on the soil from which 
they have been taken. But how can 
petroleum be produced? It has taken 
ages for nature to distill it lu her sub­ 
terranean laboratory. We do not even 
know her process. We may And n sub­ 
stitute for It, but we have not yet. 


"It Is practically the one lubricant of 
the world today. Not a railroad wheel 
turns without Its way being smoothed 
by it. Wc can make light and heut by 
hydroelectric 
power, 
but 
the 
great 
turbines move on bcnrlngs that are 
smothered In petroleum.

It Looks Much Like Axle Grease, but 
Has a Worse Odor. 


Musk in the raw looks a good deal 
like axle grease and smells worse. The 
popular notion that tjie musk of com­ 
merce is obtained from the muskrat 
Is n mistake. 


There is obtained n somewhat simi­ 
lar perfume 
from tho muskrat, 
but 
most of tho supply comes from tho 
musk deer, n creature that Is carefully 
eared in India for the sake of the se­ 
cretion. 
The secretion Is shipped in 
the crude state and Is used not only 
In tho manufacture of the liquid per­ 
fume sold as musk, but also In very 
small quantities to give strength and 
staying power to many perfumes made 
from the essential oils of flowers. 


Curiously enough, the blossoms of 
two native plants have a notlcenbly 
musky odor. 
One is the small yellow 
blossom of n creeping vine known as 
the musk plant. 
Its odor Is marked 
and Is counterfeited In the commercial 
perfume called musk. The other Is the 
bloodroot. 
The pure white blossom of 
that early spring plnnt has a distinct 
though delicate musky odor. 


A beau known as the musk bean is 
a cheap substitute for animal musk.— 
London Standard.

Tho season's campaign by the Glen­ 
dora Citrus Association for the Wash­ 
ington navel oranges was brought to a 
successful close Friday of last week 
with a shipment of 500 carloads, as 
aguinst 475 carloads for the preceding 
season. 


Thore wero forwarded 20 carloads of 
miscellaneous oranges, for which good 
prices wero received. 


Tho estimates placed on the Valencia 
crop of oranges does not encourage the 
belief that tho output wiH be greatly 
in excess of the season of 1914-15. The 
growers, while hopeful of good prices 
for the Valencia crop to be moved this 
season, do not expect to duplicate the 
prices of the previous year, 


Tho growers 
flguro 
again of right, 
around 25 cents a box moro for the 
navel oranges that was received last 
year and find much to encourage them 
in the larger returns. 


Tho Glendora Heights Orange and 
Lemon Association wound up the sea­ 
son 'B campaign a week of more ago and 
roport that 125 carloads of Washington 
navel oranges were packed and for­ 
warded to the markets from their pack-; 
ing house, The total shipment fell a 
little below the number of carloads 
sout out last year, which was 150 car­ 
loads. The growers ard not disappoint­ 
ed so much after all, as the shortage in 
tho quantity of output was moro than 
made up in tho higher prices roccived 
per box for tho crop. 


The Glondora Heights Association is 
placing un estimato of from 100 to 175 
carloads of Valencia oranges. This as­ 
sociation is planning to bogin actively 
to pack and forward the Valencia crop 
within tho next wok o rton days. 


Tho Glondora Citrus Association ex­ 
pects to launch tho season's campaign 
for tho Valencia oranges in about a 
wook. 


At noon Wednesday the bids entered 
by Los Angeles, Riverside and Snn Di­ 
ego 
contractors 
for the contract to 
build the new citrus experiment station 
of the University of California at Ri­ 
verside were opened in the office of the 
regents of the university in the Uni­ 
versity League building, Los Angeles. 
Six bids in all were entered, only two 
of which came within the $125,000 ap­ 
propriation for the plant. 


A few minor details will be straight­ 
ened out by tho architects, Lester H. 
Hibbard and H. B. Cody, who drew up 
the plans, and the bids will then be 
presented to the board of regents. This, 
will bo the second Tuesday in Jurie, at 
which time the contract will be award­ 
ed and instructions issued for imme­ 
diate start on the work. 


The bids received are from the Cres- 
mer Manufacturing Company of River­ 
side, $119,500; Hancock Waldeman of 
Riverside, $123,000; Merchants Realty 
and Investment Company of Los Ange­ 
les, 
$135,145; William Crowell, Pasa­ 
dena, $139,132; W. E. Kier Construc­ 
tion Company of San Diego, $140,000. 
Although no definite 
action 
will be 
taken until the bids arc formally preB; 
ented to the regent board, it .is gener­ 
ally understood tho Cresmer Manufac­ 
turing Company will receive the con­ 
tract, and will commence work imme­ 
diately.
